Wheat  exports  from  Australia  for  May  were  about  12, -376, 000 
bushels  of  wheat  and  45,495  tons  of  flour.

Russian  grain  sowings  equal  last  year 

Total  spring  sowings  on  May  20  were  139,864,000  acres,  of  which 
43,700,000  acres  were  sown  to  wheat  and  35,815,000  acres  sown  to  "barley 
and  oats,  according  to  a  cable  on  May  28  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere 
at  Berlin.     Sowings  at  that  date  were  up  with  those  of  the  same  time  last 
year  and  were  reported  as  proceeding  at  a  faster  pace  than  a  year  ago. 
Eor  the  past  several  weeks  statements  have  appeared  in  this  place  indicat- 
ing the  acceleration  of  spring  sowings  in  Russia.       In  the  important 
eastern  region's  including  Volga,  sowings  up  to  May  20  were  equal  to  or 
above  the  corresponding  date  in  1S30.    Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus ,  however , 
were  still  lagging  behind  last  year  when  operations,  there  were  also  delayed. 
Sowing  conditions  improved  due  to  rains  during  the  second  ten  days  of  May 
in  the  central  and  southern  sections  of  European  Russia,  also  the  Volga 
region.     Local  repor.ts  indicated  abundant  rain  in  some  parts  of  the  country, 
which  improved  the  condition  of  winter  cereals  considerably.     Weather  for 
the  week  of  May  27,  however,  showed  relatively  little  rain  where  reports 
were  available. 

World  wheat  .acre-age  sown  in  1930  for  harvest  in  1931 

Abandonment  of  winter  wheat  .in  Canada  this  year  amounted  to  75,000 
acres,  leaving  819,000  acres  for  harvest.     The  May  estimate  of  wheat  acre- 
age in  India  is  31,952,000  acres  compared  with  the  previous  estimate  of 
31,609,000  acres  in  April.    The  revision  in  these  two  countries  brings 
the  total  acres  in  the  18  countries  reported  so  far  to  138,686,000  acres,, 
or  less  than  %  per  cent  above  last  year.     The  revisions  are  shown  in  the 
table  "below  and  a  detailed  table  appears  on  page  824.

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Reduction  reported  in  Argentine  wheat  acreage 

Seeding  of  wheat  and  other  grains  in  Argentina  is  progressing 
satisfactorily  with  weather  continuing  favorable,  reports  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Ray  in  an  air  mail  letter  of  May  11.      Some  reduction  in 
acreage,  notably  wheat ,  is . contemplated  to  the  extent  of  5  to  20  per 
centj  according  to  estimates  now  current.     Growers  are  reported  to  be 
hiring  little  or  no  additional  labor  this  season.     There  appears  to  be 
some  additional  interest'  in  the  livestock  phase  of-  agricultural  activity. 
The  wheat  export  movement  has ; been  maintained  at  a  high  level.  Some 
difficulty  in  securing  good  quality  deliveries  is  beginning  to  be  re- 
ported, Mr.  Ray  reports.    While  there  is  still  good  wheat  in  the  country, 
especially  in  the  South,  the  best  has  already  been  taken.   "Some  difficulty 
is  anticipated  in  disposing  of  remaining  supplies  without  price  conces- 
sions being  made  on  the  basis  of  reduced ' quality . 

Smaller  wheat  crop  indicated  for  Danube  Basin  ,. 

Though  conditions  for  the  entire  Danube  Basin  are  reported,  good, 
a  probable  decrease  in  wheat  production  this  season  of  about  11  per. cent 
compared  with  last  year,  is  indicated,  due  largely  to  acreage  reductions 
in  Rumania  and  Hungary,  according  to  a  cable  from,  the,  Belgrade  office  of 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     The  indicated 'production  of 'all  wheat 
in  the  Basin  this  year  has  been'  estimated  at  304 ,'602,000 "bushels  by ;  the 
Belgrade  office  and  compares  with  the  revised  estimate  of  that  office  of 
341,540,000  bushels  for  last  year  and  306,531,000  bushels  as  the  five- 
year  (1925-1929)  average.    A  reduction  of  23  per  cent  is  estimated  for 
Rumania  and  11  per  cent  for  Hungary  compared' with  1930,.  mostly  as  a 
result  of  acreage  reductions  in  those  two  countries...  ; 

Total  wheat  acreage  this  year  in  the  4 -Danube  countries,  Bulgaria, 
Hungary,  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia  is  given  as  18 540 ,000  acres  as  against 
19,938,000  acres  in  1930  and  a  5-year  average  of  18,807,000  acres.

European  market  conditions 

Cautious  "buying  was  reported  on  continental  European  wheat  markets 
chiefly  wheat  of  near  position,  due  to  the  dullness  of  the  flour  trade,  good 
winter  wheat  prospects  in  America,  Whitsuntide  holidays  of  the  past  week, 
and  large  quantities  of  wheat  afloat,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.    Rye  markets 
generally  were  well  maintained.     German  markets  were  affected  again  by  the 
possihili ty  of  further  tariff  developments.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye 
at  Berlin  on  May  27  was  quoted  at  $1.23  compared  with  $1.20  on  May  20. 

Wheat  prices 

The  wheat  price  movement  was  somewhat  mixed  during  the  week  ended 
May  29o  .  In  North  American  markets  prices  of  July  futures  were  slightly 
higher  on  Friday  the  29th  than  on  the  preceding  Saturday.    At  Chicago  July 
-futures  closed  on  the  29th  at  60  cents  per  bushel  compared  with  5S-l/ 2 
cents  on  the  23rd.    Similar  advances  were  registered  at  Kansas  City,  Minn*, 
eapolis  and  Winnipeg,  though  the  advance  at  Minneapolis  was  much  less  than 
at  Chicago*    At  Buenos  Aires  and  Liverpool  there  was  no  market  on  the  23d, 
hence  comparisons  of  prices  on  the  29th  cannot  be  made  with  those  of  that 
date.    While  Liverpool  and  Buenos  Aires  markets  closed  nearly  two  cents 
lower  on  the  29th  than  on  the  22d,  a  comparison  with  other  markets  indicates 
that  a  decline  of  a"bout  that  much  would  have  "been  registered  on  the  23d  had 
the  markets  "been  open  and  that  the  past  week  would  have  shown  little  net 
change  in  their  levels,. 
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During  the  week  ended  May  29  there  was  little  change  in  cash 
prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets.    The  weighted  average 
prices  of  Ho.

Holidays  reduce  demand  at  Liverpool 

Few  lows  for  the  season  were  reached  on  May  28  "by  nearly  all  foreign 
cottons  at  Liverpool.      At  9.73  cents  American  middling  was  1  cent  "below 
the  December  lo3.     Indian  Broach  F.G-.  ,  JSo.  1  fine  and  Sind  E.G.  were  all 
fractionally  under  their  low  January  levels  and  Egyptian  Uppers  almost  1/2 
cent  under  the  previous  low  point  of  the  season.     Egyptian  Sakel,  though 
1  cent  lower  for  -the  week  was  still  slightly  above  the  January  low.  Busi- 
ness was  reported  practically  at  a  standstill  as  a  result  of  the  Whitsun- 
tide holidays  observed  "by  most  mills.     Though  officially  only /'one  day 
holiday,  May  25,  similar  conditions  continued  to  prevail  most  of  the  week. 
Only  15,000  hales  of  all  sorts  were  reported  sold  as  against  39,000  the 
previous  week.     The  declining  tendency  was  also  partly  attributed  to 
weakness  at  New  York.    Yarn  and  cloth  demand  at  Manchester  were  reported 
very  restricted.     Foreign  cotton  stocks  at  Havre,  France  were  practically 
exhausted  but  no  spot  demand  was  in  evidence.     See  Liverpool  price  table,

Japanese  cotton  imports  increase 

April  imports  of  raw  American  cotton  into  Japan  increased  to 
164,000  bales  as  against  188,700  bales  of  Indian  cotton.    Price  parity 
continued  to  favor  American  cotton, reports  Consul  Donovan  at  Kobe.  Visi- 
ble stocks  of  raw  cotton  in  all  Japan  at  the  end  of  April  were  estimated 
at  549,000  bales,  compared  with  445,000  bales  at  the  end  of  March  and 
315,000  bales  at  the  close  of  February.    Yarn  production  which  has  been 
influenced  by  curtailment  regulations  in  recent  months  increased  to  206,000 
bales  (4  per  cent)  in  April  when  the  curtailment  rate  w?.s  decreased.  See 
import  and  production  table,  page  821. 

Total  production  in  Egypt  reduced 

The  official  estimate  of  the  1930-31  production  of  Sakellarides 
cotton  in  Egypt  stands  at  429,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net,  against  558,000 
bales  last  year,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Cotton  Specialist  P.  K. 
Norris  at  Cairo.     The  1930-31  production  of  other  varieties,  however,  in- 
creased to  1,232,000  bales  against  1,167,000  bales  for  last  year.  The 
total  1930-31  cotton  crop  sh  nvs  a  decline  of  64,000  bales  under  last  year's 
crop 'of  1,725,000  bales.      Mr.  llprris  also  reports  that  cotton  equal  to 
about  180,000  bales  on  which  the  Egyptian  government  made  loans  is  being 
foreclosed.    Sales  of  foreclosed  cotton  are  to  be  extended  over  June  and 
July,  in  addition  to  the  government  sales  of  regularly  purchased  cotton. 
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SUGAR 

Cuban  export  allotment  reduced 

The  National  Export  Corporation  of  Cuba  has  made  a  new  calculation 
as  to  the  quotas  into  which  the  crop  is  to  be  divided  this  year,  according 
to  a  trade  report.     The  quantity  to  be  exported  from  the  current  season's 
crop  has  been  reduced  from  3,328,640  short  tons  to  3,283,179  short  tons. 
The  difference  of  45,451  short  tons  is  to  be  segregated  and  distributed 
during  1932.     Of  the  amount  to  be  exported  in  the  present  year  the  United 
States  is  to  receive  2,849,543  short  tons  as  compared  with  the  earlier  quota 
of  2,886,240  short  tons.    Countries  outside  the  United  States  are  to  receive 
433,636  short  tons  plus  the  291,200  short  tons  from  the  segregated  stock 
making  a  total  for  these  countries  of  724,836  short  tons.

According  to  trade  estimates  shipments  of  Cuban  sugar  to  the  United 
States  during  the  period  January  1  to  April  30,  1931  were  only'708,502 
short  tons  leaving  a  balance  of  2,141,041  short  tons  to  be  disposed  of  to 
the  United  States  between  May  1  and  December  31  of  the  current  year.  Ex- 
ports to  countries  outside  the  United  States  during  this  period  was  106,075 
short  tons  leaving  618,761  short  tons  for  shipments  to  these  countries 
during  the  balance  of  the  year.

Production  slightly  lower  in  Southern  Rhodesia 

The  production  of  tobacco  in  Southern  Rhodesia  in  1930-31  amounted 
to  5,610,000  pounds,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  C.  C.  Taylor, 
Agricultural  Attache  at  Pretoria,  Union  of  South  Africa.     The  total  area 
harvested  was  12,800  acres,  of  which  11,000  acres  were  flue  cured,  1,000 
acres  fire  cured  and  800  acres  of  Turkish  tobacco,    provisional  official 
estimates  for  1929-30  placed  the  total  acreage  of  tobacco  about  12,000 
acres  and  production  at  5,540,000  pounds.     See  table  on  page  829  giving 
details  of  the  1930-31  crop.

Shanghai  an  outlet  for  American  orange.s 

American  oranges  are  expe.cted  to  meet  a  comparatively  good  demand 
in  Shanghai  during  the  summer  months,  according  to  a  cahle  from  0.  L« 
•Dawson,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Shanghai*     Imports  of  American  oranges 
are  expected  to  he  heavier  than  last  season.    Present  prices  are  lower  than 
last  year  even  when  the  increased  duty  and  lower ; exchange  rate  are  taken 
into  consideration.     On  Vfednesday,  May  27,  good  quality  American  oranges 
c.i.f.  Shanghai,  sizes  200  to  252,  were  $5.00  to  $5.25  per  "box  as  compared 
with  $8.50  to  $9.00  at  this  time  last  year.     These  lower  prices  more  than 
offset  the  increase  in  the  import  duty  from  ahout  30  cents  per  hox  last 
year  to  55  cents  this  year  and  the  lower  exchange  rate.     Tael  exchange  is 
how  ahout  31  cents  compared  with  41  cents  last  May.     The  demand  for  lemons 
is  also'  expected  to  continue  good  during  the  summer.     Lemons  are  now  sell- 
ing at  $3.22  per  half  case  as  against  $4.35  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 

Apple  imports  into  Shanghai  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  season 
"beginning  October  were  well  "below  those  of  last  season  and  helow  the  five- 
year  average.  * 


UNITED  STATES  AC-RI CULTURAL  EXPORTS  AT  LOWER  LEVELS 

In  April  there  was  a  further  decline  in  United  States  exports  of 
farm  products.     The  index  for  the  month  as  "based    n  44  -of  the  principal 
agricultural  commodi tie's  amounted  to  68  and  except  for  April  a  year  ago 
was  lower  than  that  of  any  like  period  during  the  last  16  years.  >  If 
cotton  is  excluded  the  index  was  only  81,  the  'lowest  monthly  index  on 
record  for  43  commodities.  .  Of  particular  significance  was  the  'continued 
decline  in  exports  of  wheat  and  cured  pork.     'Wheat  showed  a  slight  im- 
provement over  the  unusually  low  indices  of  the  four  preceding  months  hut 
total  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  so  far  this  season,  July  1,-  1930 
-  April  30,  1931  are  now  16  per  cent  under  those  for  the  same  period  a 
year  ago. 
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Cotton  exhibited  somewhat  more  than  the  usual  seasonal  decline  in 
April.     The  only  countries  taking  more  cotton  this  season  than  last  have 
been  Japan,  China,  British  India  and  France..    Exports  to  the  last  three  f 
countries  ranged  consistently  higher  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  but 
the  increased  demand  from  Japan  did  not  set  in  until  the  early  part  of 
January.     Exports  to  Japan  have  exceeded  those  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
usually  the  most  important  outlet  for  American  cotton,  by  69,000  bales. 

As  a  result  of  large  supplies  of  cured  pork  in  continental  Europe, 
United  States  exports  of  bacon,  hams  and  shoulders  made  a  discouraging 
showing,  the  index  amounting  to  39  against  73  a  year  ago  and  86  for  April 
1929.     For  the  10  months  ended  April  30,  1931,  exports  of  bacon  and  Cumber- 
land sides  declined  59  per  cent  and  hams  and  shoulders,  including  Wiltshire 
sides,  23  per  cent.    Except  for  September,  October  and  November  of  1930', 
the  index  for  lard  was  the  lowest  monthly  index  since  August,  1920. 

Fruit  exports  were  unusually  high  for  this  season  of  the  year,  fresh 
apples  and  pears,  dried  apples,  raisins  and  prunes  and  apricots  continuing 
in  good  demand.      Foreign  exports  of  American  tobacco  continued  on  the  up- 
ward trend,  the  index  amounting  to  137  which  duplicated  that  for  April,  1926 
but  otherwise  was  higher  than  any  April  since  1924.

Detailed  figures  on  exports  appear  on 
pages  815  to  817. 
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Seasonal  improvements  anticipated  for  April  and  May  in  European 
business  and  industrial  activity  were  generally  disappointing,  according 
to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  its 
field  agents,  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  other  sources.  Unemployment 
figures,  while  slightly  reduced  in  some . instances  from  seasonal  causes, 
remains  at  generally  high  levels.    Additional  industrial  recessions  are 
evident  in  certain  countries  heretofore  more  resistent  to  the  forces  of 
decline.     Generally  speaking,  no  real  change  for  the  better  is  yet  in 
sight,  though  more  optimism  has  developed  in  central  Europe  in  recent 
weeks.     International  political  questions  continue  to  cloud  the  outlook, 
with  attention  centered  on  the  recently  convened  sessions  of  the  League 
of  Hations.    On  agricultural  commodity  markets,  wheat  has  been  more 
active,  owing  to  diminishing  domestic  supplies. .  Fruit  also  continues, 
in  fair  demand.    Cotton  is  dull,  however,  and  in  pork,  European  supplies 
remain  heavy.     In  the  Orient,  both  China  and  Japan, have  retained 
their  activity  in  cotton,  but  the  wheat  markets  have  lost  interest  in 
imported  supplies. 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  the  current  depression  is  viewed  as  being 
in,  but  not  past,  the  worst  phase.     Unemployment  on  May  4  stood  at 
2,530,000  against  1,712,000  a  year  ago.    Unemployment  has  increased  in 
coal  mining,  iron  and  steel,  shipbuilding  and  engineering.    These  in- 
creases have  more  than  offset  some  decreased  Ihemployment  in  textiles 
and  seasonal  work.    The  serious  position  of  the  uiiemoloyment  Insurance 
Scheme  has  prompted  efforts  to  find  a  new  basis  for  relief  work.  The 
general  level  of  production  is  below  that  of  last  year.    As  an  aid 
to  recovery,  the  Bank  rate  was  reduced  to  2.5  per  cent  on  May  14,  against 
a  3  per  cent  rate  prevailing  since  May  1,  1930,    Total  foreign  trade  for 
April  showed  another  downward  step  in  value.     In  imports,  the  lower 
total  was  emphasized  by  lower  prices  for  most  loading  raw  materials. 
Fnolesale  prices  of  domestic  manufactures,  however,  have  been  fairly 
steady,  indicating  that  the  decline  in  export  values  was  relatively  greater 
than  in  imports. 

On  the  Continent,  up  to  late  May,  there  were  no  signs  of  a 
significant  turn  in  general  economic  or  demand  conditions,  according  to 
Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    Industrial  reports  through- 
out the  Continent  continue  fundamentally  unfavorable,  though  sporadic 
improvement  in  some  industries  is  reported.    Unemployment  has  been  reduced 
to  a  much  smaller  extent  than  usual  by  seasonal  requirement  and  totals 
are  increasing  in  some  countries,  notably  France,  Belgium  and  Netherlands. 
Reports  from  Central  Europe  have  a  more  optimistic  tone  than  from  most 
other  areas.    Much  of  that  tone  results  from  the  low  level  of  all  stocks 
of  industrial  goods.    For  the  present,  the  demand  for  luxury  or  semi- 
luxury  foods  and  other  products  promises  to  continue  on  a  low  level. 
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Tor  cereals,  cotton  and  other  necessities,  however,  prospects  are  "brighter, 
chiefly  because  the  restricted  "buying  of  recent  months  has  uncovered  re- 
quirements which  must  "be  met  regularly. 

Wheat 

The  continental  European  demand  for  wheat  improved  considerably 
during  May  1,  Mr,  Steere  reports.     Supplies  of  domestic  grain  are  now 
indicated  to  be  unusually  low  in  practically  all  European  countries,  and 
there  is  some  reason  to  believe  that  the  true  extent  of  the  reduction 
is  not  yet  fully  realized.    Both  Erance  and  Germany  have  found  it  necess- 
ary to  liberalize  considerably  their  regulations  governing  the  utilization 
of  imported  wheat.  '  The  buying  of  foreign  grain  generally  promises  to 
be  more  active  during  the  "balance  of  the  current  season.     The  upward  turn 
in  spot  prices  which  stimulated  the  movement  of  wheat  from  overseas  late 
in  April  continued  'through  May.  '  Near  futures  contracts  reflected  the 
firmness  of  the  spot  markets,  but  more  distant  futures  lost  ground  in 
practically  all  markets  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  May.    July  futures 
at  Liverpool  closed  on  May  30  at        cents,  back  to  the  levels  prevailing 
early  in  April. 

In  the  Orient,  Consul  General  Gauss  at  ,  Tientsin,  China,  reports  that, 
although  the  new  crop  in  that  area  will  not  reach  the  market  before  the 
latter  part  of 'June,   it  is  unlikely  that  Tientsin  flour  importers  will 
place  orders  of  any  consequence  with  American  or  Canadian  firms  until  de- 
finite information  is  available  on  the  size  of  the  coming  crop.     In  Japan 
there  was  seme  increased  interest  displayed  in  American  wheat  in  the  latter 
part  of  May  owing  to  an  improvement  in  the  competitive  position  resulting 
from  higher  quotations  on  Canadian  and  Australian'  wheat according  to  Con- 
sul Sturgeon  at  Tokyo.    Buying  is  slow,  however,  with  dealers  matching  the 
disposition  of  existing  United  States  stocks.    Japanese  stocks  on  May  1 
were  ahove  normal.     Wheat  prices  in  Japan  arc  not  as  low  with  respect  to 
last  year's  prices  as  are  rice  prices. 

Cotton 

Since  April  24,  the  price  of  American  middling  cotton  at  Liverpool 
has  declined  steadily.     On  May  22,  the  quotation  was  10.38  cents  per 
pound  against  17.58  cents  a  year  earlier.    Practically  all  other  cottons 
offered  on  that  market  have  made  similar  declines.    British  spinners' 
requirements  remain  low  as  a  result  of  continued  restricted  demand  in 
important  markets  for  finished  goods,  notably  India  and  China.    There  has 
been  a.  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  unemployed  3ritish  cotton  textile 
workers,  "but  the  volume  of  business  remains  very  low.     Weakness  in  raw 
materials  values  and  the  unfavorable  Indian  markets  are  important  immediate 
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causes  of  low  outpat.      Formal  protests  hayo  boon  registered  by- tho  Mancliestor 
Cotton  Exchange  against  the  Infian  attitude  toward  British- goods.'  Meanwhile, 
there  are  continuing  efforts  being  made,  "both  within  and  without  the  indus- 
try, to  formulate  a  plan  for  reorganization  along  lines  which  will  admit  of 
successful  competitioii  in  foreign  markets. 

In  continental  European  countries,  also,  the  weakness  in  raw  cotton 
prices  has  hindered  mill  activity,  Mr.  Steere  reports.      The  general  level 
of  operations  lias  about  held  its  own,  tut  new  "business  in  both  yarns  and 
cloth  was  the  object  of  general  complaint.    The  volume  of  unfilled  orders 
remains  unsatisfactory.    With  no  immediate  prospects  of  significantly  im- 
proved purchasing  power,  the  distributing  trade  is  unwilling- to  make  extended 
commitments,  particularly  when  the.  raw  material  market  is  weak.    The  current 
low  prices,  however,  have  been  attractive  to  a  considerable  number  of 
spinners,  which  has  resulted  in  some  intormittant  buying*      A  more  definite 
price  outlook  undoubtedly  would  bring  out  a  materially  increased' buying 
sentiment,  Mr.  Steere  states.;      Early  in  May,  the  trade  appeared  to  be  in- 
fluenced considerably  by  reports  of  reduced  American  acreage  and  unfavorable 
growing  conditionse    Total  exports  of  United  States  cotton  to  all  Europe 
"for  the  period  August-April  1930-31  were  9«5  por  cent  below  exports  for 
the  corresponding-months  of.  1929^30,  - 

The  Oriental  cotton -markets  continue  to  show  a  relatively  greater 
interest-  in  American  cotton  than  does  the  European  market.    Up 'to  May  '26., 
.the  price  situation  in  Japanese  markets  was  still  favoring  the  American 
product,  against .  Indian  cotton.      Imports  of  American  cotton  during  April' 
amounted,  to  about  i  6^,00.0  bales  against  150 , U56  ba3.es  in  March.      The  demand 
for  spot  cotton  was  improved  during  May.      Stocks  in  Japan  are  large,  but 
in  fairly  strong  hands,  which  has  retarded  the  downward  price  trend.  United 
States  exports  of  cotton  to  Japan  for  the  current  season  to  April  JO,  wore 
11.5  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  season.  In 
China,  reports  up  to  mid-May  indicated  that  mill  activity  was  being  w ell 
maintained.      Domestic  cotton  was  priced  well  under  American  middling,  but 
there  were  indications  of  confidence  in. the  future  demand  for  higher  count 
yarns  requiring  American  cotton.      Japanese  mills  in  China  are  increasing 
'their  spindles. for  making  such  yarns.         increase  of  Ul.J  pe*  cent  appears 
in  the  current  season ls  oxports  of  American  cotton  to  China  over  the  corres- 
ponding exports  of  last  season* 

Fork  product $ 

Somewhat  seasonably  higher  cured  pork  prices  developed  in  the  British 
market  fgfter  the  middle  of  April,  but  the.  prevailing  rates, ;  while  higher  than 
in  March  and  early  April .  are  well  below  those  of  last  year.  The  advance  on 
American  green  bellies  was  well  sustained  into  late  May  at  around  $14„10  per 
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100  pounds,  according  to  reported  Liverpool  quotations.  Danish  Wiltshire 
sides,  however,  were  less  regular,  and  showed  a  tendency  to  weaken  as  the 
month  advanced.  American  short  cut  green  hams  were  firm  during  May  at  a 
point  slightly  under  the  April  average.  The  British  markets  continue  to 
receive  record  quantities  of  bacon  from  the  European  Continent.  April 
"bacon  exports  from  the  United  States  registered  another  sharp  decline. 
Hams  and  shoulders,  however,  moved  out  in  larger  quantities '  than  in  other 
recent  months,  the  bulk  of  the  exports  going  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  European  lard  markets -were  unusually  weak  during  the -past  6 
weeks.      During  that  period  new  low  prices  were  established  at  "both  Liver- 
pool and  Hamburg.    At  the  former  market  the  low  came  late  in  May  at  $9»23  per 
100  pounds.      At  Hamburg,  lard  averaged  $10.20  during  the  last  week  of  May. 
United  States  lard  exports  for  April  were  below  those  of-  recent  months, 
with  figures  for  all  important  importing  countries  sharing  in  the  decline. 
In  Germany  an  increase  in  the  lard  tariff  has  "been  announced.      The  date 
of  the  new  ratels  coming  into  effect,  however,  has  not- yet  "been  set.    It  is 
proposed  to  remove  the  socalled  "intermediary"  duty  of  0.65  cent  per  pound, 
which  would  bring  into  effect  the  autonomous  rate  of  1.35  cents  per  pound. 

German"  hog  prices  reached  unusually  low  levels  during  April  and  May, 
but  recovered  slightly  toward  the  end  of  the  latter  month.    The  Berlin 
average  for  the  week  ended  May  27  was  $9«56  per  100  pounds.    Hog  Marketings 
on  German  and  other  continental  markets  continue  Inrge  and  promise  to  bo 
heavy  for  months  to  come.       While  Denmark  has  apparently  reached  a  peak  in 
the  hog  production  cycle,  Germany,  the  Netherlands  and  Poland,  all  give 
indications  of  a  further  increase  in  numbers,  although  production  may  show 
some  decline  late  in  1931*      la  spite  of  the  decline  in  hog  prices,  the 
production  of  hogs  in  most  European  countries  has  not  been  discouraged  to 
any  considerable  degree  except  possibly  in  western  Germany. 

Apples 

Continental  demand  for  American  apples  continues  very,  favorable 
in  spite  of  bad  economic  conditions,  thanks  to  the  unusual  shortage  of 
home  supplies,  Mr.  Steere  reports.      Market  prices  have  recently  shown 
rather  unexpected  strength,  chiefly- becauso  of  the  continued- cool -  weather, 
though  the  poor  quality  of  citrus  fruit  and  the  small  siipplios  of  apples 
enroute  from  /Australia  have  also  contributed  to  the  firmness  of  the  mar- 
ket.     Present  indications  are  that  American  apples  will  enjoy  an  unusually 
long  season  this  year,  because  of  light  competition  from  Australia  and  the 
lateness  of  the  European  spring,  which  will  mean  late  marketing  of  the  early 
fruit  crops.      A  heavy  bloom  of  apples,  pears  and  other  fruit  is  reported 
for  continental  Europe.      Indications  are  that  the  1931  crops  will  be 
considerably  larger  than  the  short  1930  crop.
